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Road Commission 
taiks of more trails

- The Road Commission for 


' Crawford County took a first step 
. in the process to install more recre- 
‘ ational pathways in the Grayling 
' area by voting to help fund pre- 


engineering for the proposed trails. 

Dave Frederick of the Crawford 
County Transit Authority brought 
the general proposal to the Road 


; Commission Board at its December 


10 meeting, which involves three 


* new pathways, one of which would 


include a trail from Hanson Hills to 


‘ Old Lake Road. 


- Vice-Chairman Robert Nelson 


- jasked if the proposed trails would 


be intended for motorized, non- 
‘motorized or dual use. 

Frederick responded by stating 
that some would be motorized and 
some would be non-motorized. 

Nelson said that since the non- 


_ motorized paths would be paved 


there is the concern that snowmo- 
biles wouldn’t be able to ride on 
them. “Snowmobiles would tear 
them up,” said Nelson. 

Frederick said that a policy of 
“no snowmobiles” would have to 
be enforced on the blacktopped 
trails. He also mentioned that there 
is the possibility of having both 
kinds of trails in an area and run- 
ning them alongside of each other 
at the proposed trail sites. 

Frederick continued by saying 
that liability for the trails would 
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belong to local government, like 
sidewalks. He said the Road 
Commission’s major roles in the 
trail project would be “design and 
construction.” 

In addition, Frederick said the 
Road Commission wouldn’t have 
to worry about maintenance since 
the school system and Grayling 
Recreation Authority both have 
sweepers and would be willing to 
use them for cleaning the trails. 

The Board was generally sup- 
portive of the idea for more recre- 
ational pathways, especially to give 
young people a safe alternative to 
walking on the streets. 

“I would like to see this,” said 
Nelson of the proposal. “Every time 
they’re walking out there (on the 
roads) there’s a chance they’ ll get 
killed.” 

Frederick’s specific intent at the 
Meeting was to request that the 
Road Commission have its engi- 
neering firm, Northwest Design, do 


some preliminary engineering. for - 


the proposed paths, _ 

Howard Hasélschwardi of 
Northwest Design said the pre- 
engineering costs would not exceed 
$1,000. 

Frederick then asked if the Road 
Commission would split the cost of 
the preliminary engineering with 
the Transit Authority. 

The Board voted 3-0 to split the 
pre-engineering costs, up to $500, 
as requested.

“While this may be an option for 
sanction, the United States 
Constitution charges the House of 


Representatives only with deciding 
if a case against the President exists.

As for continuing the impeach- 
ment vote while the U.S. and British 
attacked Iraq, Camp said, “Delaying 
the vote on impeachment was not 
necessary. “The Secretary of 
Defense William Cohen, Chief of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff General 
Henry. Shelton and the President 
have ~All stated unequivocally that 
the vote”on impeachment would 
have no impact on the national 
security interests of the United 
States.” 


Rep. Camp comments on Iraq situation 


Washington, DC. - 
Congressman Dave Camp (R-MI) 
released the following statements 
regarding the current situation in 
Iraq. 

“This afternoon (December 16) 
the United States of America 
launched a military attack against 
Iraq and I want to make it very clear 
that I support our troops in the 
Persian Gulf. My thoughts and 
prayers are with the servicemen and 
women who are carrying out this 
operation. 

“However, I believe the condi- 
tions in Iraq have been known for 
many months and that this impor- 
tant operation is long overdue. 

“UNSCOM (the United Nations 
Special Commission on Iraq) has 
been withdrawn on at least four 
occasions during the past 13 
months. 

“The Administration has also 
diplomatically prevented free and 
unfettered weapons inspections, 
according to former UNSCOM 
inspector Scott Ritter who recently 
resigned. 

“Some have suggested the timing 
of this military action was to delay 
the scheduled vote on impeachment.

registration on the internet 


Michigan Selective Service offi- 
cials introduced their new internet 
registration web site at events in 
Lansing and elsewhere’ on 
December 2. 

The introduction of this new, 
interactive, on-line registration will 
make it easier for thousands of 
Michigan 18 - 25 year-olds to fulfill 
their civic and legal responsibility. 

According to Brigadier General 
(Ret.) Arthur Tesner, Michigan’s 
state Selective Service Director, 
“This new web site should expo- 
nentially increase our ability to help 
young men in Michigan register 
with Selective Service. 

“We’re finally ready to enter the 
21st century with the technology 
and support to keep the backbone of 
our emergency national defense 
system strong.” 

“For nearly two decades, men 
have gone to the post office, com- 
pleted and mailed a registration 
form, and waited 60 to 90 days to 
receive an acknowledgement card 
from us,” noted the Honorable Gil 
Coronado, national Director of 
Selective Service, at ceremonies in 


Washington, D.C. 

“With this new on-line service, a 
man with a valid Social Security 
number connects to the Selective 
Service Web Site at 
http://www.sss.gov, clicks the 
“Register Now” icon, types in his 
Tegistration information, clicks on 
the “Submit” button and instantly 
receives his Selective Service num- 
ber. : 

“Within two weeks, he receives a 
formal acknowledgement postcard 
from our office,” Coronado con- 
cluded. 

Federal law requires virtually all 
men to register with Selective 
Service within 30 days of their 18th 
birthday. Failure to register is a 
felony. 

Registration is linked to many 
federal and state benefits. For 
example, a man must be registered 
to be eligible for federally-funded 
student loans and PELL grants, job 
training programs under the Job 
Training Partnership Act (JTPA), 
and federal jobs in the executive 
branch of government, including 
jobs with the U.S. Postal Service.

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Merry Christmas 


What does Christmas mean to you? 
Please read with us the Christmas narra- 
tive: (Matthew 1:18-23) “Now the birth 
of Jesus Christ was, on this wise: When 
as his mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came together, she 
was found with child of the Holy Ghost. 
{19} Then Joseph her husband, being a 
just man, and not willing to make her a 
public example, was minded to put her 
away privily. {20} But while he 
thought on these things, behold, the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto him in 
a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of 
David, fear not to take unto thee Mary 
thy wife: for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ghost. {21} And she 
shall bring forth a son, and thou shalt 
call his name JESUS: for he shall save 
his people from their sins. {22} Now 
all this was done, that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken of the Lord by 
the prophet, saying. {23) Behold, a vir- 
gin shall be with child, and shall bring 
forth a son, and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being interpreted is, 
God with us.” 

The above scripture is a description 
of the incarnation, that is, of the eternal 
Word of God taking a human body 
inside the womb of the virgin Mary. We 
see this eternal Word as the creator in 
John 1:1-3: “In the beginning was the 


Word, and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God. {2} The same was 
in the beginning with God. {3} All 
things were made by him; and without 
him was not any thing made that was 
made.” We see this eternal creator 
become flesh in John 1:14: “And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 
us (and we beheld his glory, the glory as 
the only begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth.” Just as God the Father 
is the eternal Father, so Jesus Christ is 
the eternal begotten Son. 

But why did the eternal Word become 
flesh? Not one sin will enter the pres- 
ence of a Holy God. (Habakkuk 1:13) 
“Thou art of purer eyes than to behold 
evil, and canst not look on iniquity... 
“The word Holy is found 611 times in 
the holy Bible. God’s name is Holy. 
(Isa 57:15). The Son is called Holy in 
Luke 1:35. The Father is called Holy by 
the Holy Son in John 17:11. The 3rd 
person of the trinity is called the Holy 
Ghost or Holy Spirit throughout the 
Bible. Everything connected with God 
must be made Holy before it can enter 
His presence. This is why Jesus Christ 
came to earth to be our savior. 

Jesus Christ is Emmanuel, meaning 
God with us. The Angel said, “thou 
shalt call his name JESUS: for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” Jesus

Christmas Star remains a myster 


The mystery of the star which 
shone over Bethlehem heralding the 
birth of Jesus Christ has attracted 
the attention of theologians and sci- 
entists for centuries. Yet the star’s 
cause and its nature remain unre- 
solved. 

According to Richard Teske, 
University of Michigan professor 
emeritus of astronomy, if the star is 
something natural in the night sky, 
astronomers might be able to pin- 
point the phenomenon that gave rise 
to the biblical account. 

One problem they face in seeking 
an explanation is the vague written 
description of the star. Another is 
the imprecise date of the year and 
month of Jesus’ birth. 

According to the best reckoning, 
the birth could have been any time 
during the three years that we num- 
ber as 7 B.C., 6 B.C. and 5 BC.

State Senate passes 
revenue sharing bill 


Lansing — After three years of 
struggle, he finally did it: State 
Senator Glenn Steil, on December 9, 
guided through the Senate his bill to 
bring fairness to how the state shares 
a portion of sales tax receipts with 
counties, cities, townships and vil- 
lages. 

Steil’s revenue sharing reform bilt 
easily passed the Senate on a biparti- 
san vote of 32 to 6. 

Steil’s bill overturns the current 
quarter-century old formula, which 
was put in place in the early 1970's. 

Governor Engler gave his support 
to the reform bill. 

The current formula has long been 
criticized because it distributes to the 
city of Detroit 26% of all revenue 
sharing dollars, even though it has 
only 10% of the state’s population. 

For the past quarter century, 
Michigan’s other. cities, townships 
and villages have had to make do 
with less, until now. 

Under Steil’s bill, Detroit’s fund- 
ing is capped for the next eight years 
and all revenue sharing increases are 
distributed to Michigan’s other cities,

townships and villages. 

Further, under the Steil bill, Detroit 
is not immune from revenue sharing 
funding cuts. Should the state expe- 
rience a recession, and the total rev- 
enue sharing “pot” become smaller, 
Detroit is not held harmless. 

“Alt along I’ve sought only one 
thing — fairness,” said Steil, who 
served as co-chairman of the biparti- 
san task force on revenue sharing. 

“Michigan’s other communities 
have needs that must be met, too. 
And it’s long past due that the 
Legislature pass a true revenue shar- 
ing reform bill that takes into consid- 
eration the entire state and not just 
one city. This bill does that.”

Skyline to see changes with new ownership

An 18-hole golf course, a year- 
round restaurant and lounge, and 
snowboarding are a just a few of the 
many additions coming to Skyline 
Ski Area, according to new owner 
Jerry Balmes. 

Balmes, a Grayling resident of 15 
years, and his wife Vivian took over 
the ownership of Skyline in 
November of 1998. 

“It officially changed hands on 
November 13,” said Balmes. 

Balmes has owned and operated 

& several businesses in the past, 
including an archery range and an 
RV store. 

He said that he and his wife had 
thought about buying the ski area 
for years, having lived adjacent to it 
for quite some time. 

“We thought it could be a happen- 
ing place again if some changes 

| were made and the facilities updat- 
t ed,” said Balmes. ‘We found out it 
: was for sale, and when that opportu- 
nity came up we jumped on it.” 


“It was a pretty quick deal,” he 


added. 

Perhaps the biggest of the changes 
planned for Skyline is the 18-hole 
golf course that Balmes said will be 
built next spring. 

He said that high-end housing will 
be included in the golf course plan, 
with the subdivision intermingling 
with the course. 

Balmes said that the restaurant, 
which is big enough to service 200 
people, is going to be made into a 
year-round facility. ““‘We’re in the 
middle of getting a liquor license 
right now,” he said. 

Balmes mentioned that in the win- 
ter the restaurant will try to draw 
snowmobilers, since “it’s tough to 

get to a restaurant sometimes when 

you’re snowmobiling,” and the 
Skyline restaurant is easily accessi- 
ble from a state snowmobile trail. 

One of the immediate changes to 
Skyline Ski Area will be the pres- 
ence of snowbearders. 

“We're going to allow snow- 
boarding this year for the first time,” 


said Balmes, “‘when the snow per- 
mits. You need more (snow) for that 
than you do for downhill skiing.” 

For next winter Balmes hopes to 
put in a special area for snowboard- 
ing, including one hill devoted espe- 
cially to ‘boarding and a regulation 
half-pipe. 

Balmes would also like to put in 
another chair lift for next year. 

As far as what’s staying the same, 
Balmes said he’s sticking with many 
longtime Skyline workers. 

“We’re going to retain some of the 
same employees that have been 
around for years,” he said. 
Specifically, Balmes mentioned that 
longtime Skyline owner Erie Nye 
was going to stay with the organiza- 
tion, 

“I think Ernie’s going to stick 
around,” said Balmes. “Hopefully 
people will see him around.” 

Skyline plans to open for business 
this week. 

“We're going to open Thursday 
(December 24), Friday at the latest.” 
said Balmes.

Kirtland begins work on expansion program 


Kirtland Community 
College’s (KCC) $7.2 million 
building expansion program is 
currently in full swing. The 
construction began this fall and 
is on schedule. 

The expansion program 
encountered a slight setback 
earlier in the year when the first 
set of bids were rejected. 
Kirtland re-bid the three-phase 
construction project after deter- 
mining that all the bids were 
too high. 

After going through a second 
bidding process the college 
awarded the bids and construc- 
tion has begun. 

The expansion program itself 
involves adding on to the 
Administration Building, build- 
ing a new Arts/Maintenance 
facility and putting a new addi- 
tion on the Academic Building. 

Over 10,000 square feet of 
the Administration Building is 

-being remodeled, and another 
11,822 square feet is being 
added to the existing structure.

The expansion will add four 
computer classrooms and cre- 
ate more space for the testing 
center, the criminal justice pro- 
gram, developmental studies 
and computer lab. 

The Kirtland law enforce- 
ment program, which currently 
operates off-campus, would be 
able to work on-campus fol- 
lowing completion of the con- 
struction. 

Work on the Academic 
Building will add 17,732 
square feet of new structure and 
remodel almost 6,000 square 
feet of the existing building. 

The construction involves 
attaching a two-story addition 
onto the existing one-story 
facility. The building will be 
equipped with ADA restrooms 
and wheelchair access, and 
more space will be created for 
the nursing lab, allied health 
lab and tutoring area. Four 
modern science labs will also 
be built.

Building project will result in 
the construction of a new 
23,912 square foot structure. 

The “maintenance” portion 
of the building will contain a 
shop, warehouse, storage facil- 
ities and a loading dock. The 
building will have space for all 
of Kirtland’s art programs, and 
includes the construction of a 
printshop. 

The Art/Maintenance 
Building restrooms will be 
built according to ADA specifi- 
cations. 

The project as a whole is 
expected to cost $7,234,000. 
The bulk of the funding is com- 
ing from two sources: a State 
Building Authority grant for 
$3.6 million and a $3.6 million 
KCC bond issue, which the tax- 
payers voted to approve in 
October of 1995. 

The last time Kirtland made a 
major construction addition 
was in the 1980’s, and the last 
serious remodeling project took 
place about five years ago.
